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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  and  Housing 
Committee  of  the  Berkshire  County  Council. 


In  presenting  the  Public  Health  Report  for  1920  I would  draw  attention 
to  the  marked  increase  in  birth-rate,  the  fall  in  death-rate  and  the  low  figure 
for  infantile  mortality,  viz:  221  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age 
compared  with  4,581  births  recorded  during  the  same  period  (a  ratio  of  48 
deaths  per  1000  births).  It  is  also  satisfactory  to  record  a further  slight  fall  in 
the  rate  of  mortality  from  tuberculous  diseases. 

There  was  no  exceptionally  severe  incidence  of  any  infectious  disease  and 
the  existing  arrangements  for  isolation  proved  sufficient  to  meet  requirements. 

The  parish  of  Clewer  Without,  formerly  part  of  the  Windsor  Rural 
District,  was  incorporated  in  the  Borough  of  New  Windsor  from  9th  November 
1920. 

With  regard  to  housing,  insufficient  supply  of  new  houses  and  inadequate 
accommodation  in  existing  cottages  still  remained  serious  problems  in  most 
districts  at  the  end  of  the  year  although  considerable  progress  had  been  made 
in  many  of  the  housing  schemes.

Since  1896,  the  rate  of  infantile  mortality  in  this  County,  though  subject 
to  annual  fluctuations  of  considerable  range,  has  shown  on  the  whole  a steady 
fall.

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 


By  the  middle  of  1918  arrangements  were  made  for  carrying  out  a scheme 
of  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  work  in  those  parts  of  the  Administrative 
County  not  already  covered  by  independent  municipal  or  voluntary  action,  and 
shortly  afterwards  a commencement  had  been  made  throughout  the  greater 
part  of  the  county. 

The  arrangements  now  sanctioned  by  the  Berkshire  County  Council 
provide  for : — 

1.  Home  visitation  of 

(a)  Expectant  mothers. 

(h)  Infants  and  children  under  school  age. 

2.  Hospital  accommodation  for  lying-in.  (Rescinded  18th  June,  1921  ) 

3.  Grants  to  Nursing  Associations  providing  midwives  or  monthly 

nurses. 

4.  Payment  of  midwives  in  necessitous  cases. 

5.  Treatment  in  Hospitals  and  Convalescent  Homes  of  children  under 

school  age. 

6.  Extra  nourishment  for  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  children 

under  school  age,  if  necessitous.  (Rescinded  1st  April,  1921.) 

7.  Maternity  and  Infant  Welfare  Centres  and  Clinics. 

In  areas  where  there  are  nurse-midwives  working  for  the  County  Nursing 
Association  the  Health  Visiting  is  done  by  these  women,  and  their  Superin- 
tendent reports  to  me  each  week.  Whole-time  Health  Visitors  ha.ve  been 
appointed  by  the  County  Council  for  the  greater  portion  of  the  remainder  of 
the  County. 

The  Maidenhead,  Newbury  and  New  Windsor  Borough  schemes  have  each 
been  established  several  years,  and  comprise  systematic  home  visiting  and 
medical  consultations  at  a centre. 

In  the  remainder  of  the  County  there  are  nine  Infant  Welfare  Centres 
managed  by  voluntary  committees,  at  each  centre  a medical  officer  attends, 
usually  twice  a month ; the  centre  may  be  opened  weekly  for  other 
welfare  purposes.

In  the  case  of  Crowthorne  and  Sandhurst,  a special  Health  Visitor  has 
been  appointed  by  the  local  committee,  elsewhere,  the  home  visiting  in  connec. 
tion  writh  the  centre  is  carried  out  by  the  County  whole-time  Visitors,  or  by  the 
District  Nurses  except  in  the  case  of  Ascot,  where  lady  members  of  the 
Committee  undertake  home  visiting  to  ensure  regular  attendance  at  the  Centre. 
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Prevention  and  Treatment  of  Tuberculosis. 


PREVENTION  AND  TREATMENT  OE  TUBERCULOSIS. 

Notification. — A return  of  all  notified  cases  is  received  weekly  from  the 
District  Medical  Officers  of  Health. 

The  number  of  primary  notifications  received  during  the  year  was  281,  of 
this  number  226  were  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  and  55  were  cases  of  non- 
pulmonary  tuberculosis.  These  figures  show  a marked  decrease  in  the  number 
of  pulmonary  cases.  The  following  table  gives  a summary  of  notifications 
received  since  1913.

All  cases  are  visited  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  on  receipt  of  the  notifica- 
tion, unless  a request  is  made  by  the  medical  practitioner  for  the  case  not  to  be 
visited.  Arrangements  are  made  for  Institutional,  dispensary,  or  domiciliary 
treatment.  Reports  are  made  to  the  Medical  Practitioner  in  attendance  on  the 
case. 

Enquiries  are  made  about  the  health  of  all  contacts  and  examination  made 
when  possible.  Any  contacts  not  present  at  time  of  visit  are  invited  to  attend 
at  the  nearest  dispensary. 

The  School  Medical  Officers’  reports  are  available  for  all  children  attending 
Elementary  and  Secondary  Schools.  Reports  are  sent  to  the  District  Medical 
Officers  of  any  defects  in  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  homes  requiring  attention, 
and  notices  are  sent  in  cases  where  disinfection  of  premises  is  required. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  during  the  year  was  182.  Of  this 
number  51  deaths  occurred  amongst  patients  who  had  not  been  notified  as 
suffering  from  tuberculosis.  23  deaths  occurred  at  the  time  of  notification  and 
54  deaths  occurred  within  6 months  of  notification. 

These  figures  show  that  a large  percentage  of  cases  at  the  time  of  notifica- 
tion are  in  advanced  stages  of  the  disease  and  are  divided  into  the  following 
classes  : — 

1.  Acute  forms  of  disease  in  young  adults. 

2 Surgical  cases  such  as  Tubercular  meningitis,  acute  miliary 
tuberculosis,  and  tubercular  peritonitis  in  young  children. 


Deaths  from  Phthisis. 
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3.  Cases  coming  into  the  County  from  other  districts  in  advanced 

stages  of  the  disease,  of  which  no  record  of  previous  notification 
is  received. 

4.  Cases  which  are  in  advanced  stages  of  disease  when  they  consult  a

INSTITUTIONAL  TREATMENT. 

1.  Institutional  treatment  is  provided  at  the  Berks  and  Bucks  Joint 
Sanatorium,  Peppard  Common.  This  Sanatorium  is  controlled  by  the  two 
Counties.  The  accommodation  is  64  beds  for  men,  36  beds  for  women,  and  80 
beds  for  children.  The  number  of  beds  are  shared  equally  between  the  two 
Counties. 

Medical  Officer  in  charge  - Dr.  Esther  Carling. 

Assistant  Medical  Officer  - Dr.  Barker. 

Superintendent  - - Mr,  H.  Carling. 

Provision  is  made  for  the  training  of  patients  in  horticulture,  pig,  poultry, 
and  rabbit  rearing,  and  carpentry  incidental  to  the  above.  Rug  and  fancy 
basket  making  and  weaving  are  also  taught. 


Institutional  Treatment . 
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In  connection  with  the  children’s  block  there  is  a school  which  has  been 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Education. 

All  types  of  cases  are  admitted  to  the  Sanatorium.  This  is  found  necessary 
as  the  majority  of  cases  are  on  receipt  of  notification  found  to  be  in  a fairly 
advanced  state  of  disease. 

The  number  of  adults  admitted  during  the  year  was  Males  70,  Females  41, 
and  Children  66. 

Of  the  Adults  : 

46  were  discharged  fit  for  work. 

13  were  discharged  condition  improved. 

16  were  discharged  showing  no  improvement. 

7 died  in  the  Sanatorium. 

29  remained  in  the  Sanatorium  at  end  of  the  year. 

Very  good  results  were  obtained  with  the  children,  the  patients  being 
incipient  cases,  or  cases  in  which  tuberculosis  is  suspected.  Nearly  all  the 
children  are  referred  in  the  first  instance  by  the  School  Medical  Officers  to  the 
Tuberculosis  Officer. 

Provision  is  made  for  dental  treatment ; a room  being  fitted  up  for  the  use 
of  the  dental  surgeon  who  visits  as  required. 

2.  Abingdon  Sanatorium.  There  is  accommodation  for  12  males  and  8 
females.  This  Sanatorium  is  used  chiefly  for  advanced  cases.  All  admissions 
and  discharges  are  arranged  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer.  Dr.  Challenor, 
Medical  Officer  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  attends  daily. 

The  number  of  cases  admitted  during  the  year  was  74.  Of  these  cases 

8 were  discharged  fit  for  work. 

19  were  discharged  improved. 

12  were  discharged  showing  no  improvement. 

20  died  in  the  Sanatorium. 

15  remained  in  Sanatorium  at  end  of  year. 

Patients  requiring  dental  treatment  are  attended  by  a local  dental  surgeon. 

Dispensaries  and  Galling  Stations  have  been  established  in  the  following 
places  : — 

Beading,  Shire  Hall,  1st  and  3rd  Wednesdays  in  the  month,  and  every 
Saturday,  10 — 4 p.m. 

Abingdon,  Sanatorium,  2nd  and  4th  Wednesdays  in  the  month,  1 — 4 p.m. 

Maidenhead,  Town  Hall,  4th  Monday  in  the  month,  1 — 4 p.m. 

Newbury,  Oddfellows  Institute,  2nd  Thursday  in  the  month,  1—4  p.m. 

Wantage,  Town  Hall,  1st  Tuesday  in  the  month,  1 — 4 p.m. 

Windsor,  Congregational  Hall,  1st  Thursday  in  the  month,  1 — 4 p.m. 

Wokingham,  Town  Hall,  3rd  Thursday  in  the  month,  1 — 4 p.m. 
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Institutional  Treatment. 


The  number  of  visits  made  by  patients  to  these  stations  during  the  year 
was  2,689.  A large  number  of  school  children  are  sent  by  the  School  Medical 
Officers  for  examination  and  report. 

All  records  and  correspondence  are  kept  at  the  head  office,  Reading. 

With  the  exception  of  cod.  liver  oil  and  malt  no  medicines  are  given  at  the 
dispensaries 

A large  number  of  cases  are  sent  by  the  local  practitioner  for  examination 
and  report.  The  total  number  of  cases  examined  at  the  dispensary  was  1019. 

Rome  Visiting.  Patients  unable  to  attend  the  clinics  either  on  account  of 
their  health  or  the  distance  of  their  homes  from  the  clinics  are  visited  periodi- 
cally by  the  Health  Visitors,  District  Nurses,  and  Tuberculosis  Officer. 

The  number  of  visits  made  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  598,  Health  Visitors 
2,511,  and  Local  District  Nurses  426.  Arrangements  are  made  through  the 
County  Nursing  Association  and  other  local  Nursing  Associations  for  the  nursing 
of  patients  in  their  own  homes.  Extra  nourishment  was  provided  for  patients 
by  the  Insurance  Committee  and  War  Pensions  Committee  on  recommendation 
of  the  Tuberculosis  Officer. 

Surgical  Cases.  A number  of  cases  received  treatment  at  the  General 
Hospitals  and  many  of  these  cases  are  not  notified.  During  the  year  more 
cases  have  been  referred  from  Hospitals  to  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  to  arrange 
for  treatment.  The  number  of  cases  sent  by  the  County  Council  to  Institutions 
for  treatment  during  the  year  was  21. 

13  to  the  Headington  Hospital,  Oxford. 

3 to  the  Margate  Royal  Sea  Bathing  Hospital. 

3 to  King  Edward  VII.  Hospital,  Windsor. 

1 to  the  Cold  Ash  Hospital. 

1 to  Alton. 

Owing  to  the  prolonged  Institutional  treatment  required  for  these  cases, 
General  Hospitals  are  as  a rule  unable  to  deal  with  them,  and  in  order  to  get 
good  results  the  provision  of  a sufficient  number  of  beds  should  be  made. 

Shelters.  49  shelters  are  available  for  the  use  of  patients  ; 26  of  these  have 
been  in  constant  use  during  the  year.  Three  shelters  have  been  loaned  to  the 
Abingdon  Sanatorium. 

Examination  of  sputum  is  carried  out  for  the  medical  practitioner  free  of 
charge  ; outfits  for  the  collection  of  sputum  being  sent. 

265  Specimens  of  sputum  were  examined,  of  which  65  were  positive.

EPIDEMIC  DEATH-RATE,  1920. 

(Per  1.000  op  Estimated  Civil  Population). 

Prior  to  1910  the  diseases  grouped  together  in  the  Registrar  General’s 
Annual  Summary  under  the  term  “Principal  Epidemic  Diseases,”  were 
smallpox,  measles,  scarlet  fever,  whooping  cough,  diphtheria,  “ fever  ” (including 
tyhpus,  enteric,  and  simple  continued  fever),  and  diarrhoea.  In  1910  enteric 
fever  was  substituted  for  the  heading  “fever,”  and  in  the  Annual  Summaries 
for  1911  and  subsequent  years  the  mortality  figures  for  these  diseases  considered 
as  a group,  have  been  omitted.  Another  alteration  which  was  made  in  the 
Summary  for  1911  was  the  substitution  of  deaths  from  diarrhoea  and  enteritis 
under  2 years  for  deaths  from  diarrhoea  at  all  ages,  and  in  the  Annual 
Summaries  since  1912,  the  mortality  figure  for  diarrhoea  and  enteritis  calculated 
upon  the  population  of  all  ages  is  not  given,  but  a rate  per  1,000  births. 

For  purposes  of  comparison  it  is  convenient  to  group  the  commoner 
epidemic  diseases  in  a single  table,  and  for  the  same  reason  I have  given  the 
total  epidemic  death-rate  for  each  District.

’Smallpox. 

No  case  of  smallpox  was  notified  during  the  past  nine  years,  and  only  one 
case  in  1911.  Prior  to  this  no  case  of  smallpox  had  been  notified  in  Berkshire 
since  1905,  when  there  was  one  case.  In  1904  no  case  was  notified.  The 
number  in  1903  was  13,  and  in  1902,  33. 


Measles  and  German  Measles. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  (Measles  and 
German  Measles)  Regulations,  1915,  the  notification  of  both  measles  and 
German  measles  became  compulsory  from  1st  January,  1916,  and  remained  in 
force  until  31st  December,  1919,  from  which  date  it  was  rescinded. 


Injections  Diseases. 
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Diphtheria. 

The  number  of  cases  notified  during  1920  was  260 ; the  average  in  the 
preceding  ten  years  was  174. 

In  the  Administrative  County  the  rate  of  incidence  for  the  52  weeks  ending 
1st  January,  1921,  was  1*38  per  1,000  of  estimated  population;  this  rate 
compares  favourably  with  that  of  1-86  for  the  aggregate  of  English  and  Welsh 
Administrative  Counties  (London  excluded). 

The  distribution  of  the  cases  amongst  the  various  districts  is  set  out  on 
page  26  of  this  report. 

Scarlet  Fever  (Scarlatina). 

The  number  of  cases  notified  during  1920  was  325 ; the  average  in  the 
preceding  ten  years  was  344.  In  the  Administrative  County  the  rate  of 
incidence  for  the  52  weeks  ending  1st  January,  1921,  was  L72  per  1,000  of 
estimated  population ; the  corresponding  rate  for  the  aggregate  of  English  and 
Welsh  Administrative  Counties  (London  excluded)  was  3.19. 

The  distribution  of  the  cases  amongst  the  various  districts  is  set  out  on 
page  26  of  this  report. 

Enteric  (Typhoid)  Fever. 

The  number  of  cases  notified  during  1920  was  14,  the  average  in  the  pre- 
ceding ten  years  was  20.  In  the  Administrative  County  the  rate  of  incidence 
for  the  53  weeks  ending  1st  January,  1921,  was  *07  per  1,000  of  estimated 
population ; the  corresponding  rate  for  the  aggregate  of  English  and  Welsh 
Administrative  Counties  (London  excluded)  was  *08. 

The  distribution  of  the  cases  amongst  the  various  districts  is  set  out  on 
page  26  of  this  report. 

Cerebro- Spinal  Fever  (Cerebro- Spinal  Meningitis.) 

This  disease  was  made  compulsorily  notifiable  as  from  September  1st,  1912. 
Up  to  the  end  of  1914  only  one  case  had  been  notified,  but  23  cases,  18  of  which 
werefatal,  were  notified  during  1915,  10,  including  8 fatal  cases,  during  1916, 
11,  including  5 fatal  cases  in  1917,  6,  including  4 fatal  cases  in  1918;  one 
other  death  was  certified  during  1918  as  due  to  cerebro-spinal  fever,  but  the 
case  was  not  notified,  and  4,  including  1 fatal  case  in  1919,  and  1 fatal  case  in 
1920. 

Influenza. 

During  1920,  38  deaths  were  certified  as  due  to  Influenza,  the  average 
number  in  the  preceding  10  years  was  93. 
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Infectious  Diseases. 


The  severe  epidemic  of  1918-19  was  of  world-wide  distribution  and  a high 
rate  of  mortality,  due  to  pneumonia,  appears  to  have  been  generally  recorded. 
The  last  pandemic  of  influenza  occurred  in  1839-90. 

Diarrhoea. 

During  the  ten  years  1910  to  1919  the  average  number  of  deaths  under  two 
years  of  age  from  diarrhceal  diseases  was  23  per  annum  in  the  whole  County, 
giving  a rate  of  T2  per  1,000  of  estimated  population.  In  1920  there  were  21 
deaths. 

Puerperal  Fever. 

Twelve  cases  were  notified  compared  with  an  average  of  eight  during  the 
preceding  ten  years. 

In  the  Administrative  County  the  rate  of  incidence  for  the  52  weeks  ending 
1st  January,  1921,  was  0-06  per  1,000  of  estimated  population.  The  corres- 
ponding rate  for  the  aggregate  of  English  and  Welsh  Administrative  Counties 
(London  excluded)  was  0-08. 

Erysipelas. 

Forty-one  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  during  1920,  the  average 
number  of  notifications  during  the  preceding  ten  years  was  fifty-twTo. 

In  the  Administrative  County  the  rate  of  incidence  for  the  53  weeks  ending 
1st  January,  1921,  was  0-22  per  1,000  of  estimated  population.  The  corres- 
ponding rate  for  the  aggregate  of  English  and  Welsh  Administrative  Counties 
(London  excluded)  was  0.43. 

Tuberculous  Diseases. 

These  have  been  referred  to  earlier  in  the  Keport,  page  14,  et  seq. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  (inflammation  of  the  eyes  of  newly-born  infants) 
was  made  compulsorily  notifiable  from  1st  April,  1914. 

During  the  year  1920  fifteen  cases  were  notified  in  the  County,  com- 
pared with  twenty-three  cases  in  the  previous  year,  twenty-six  in  1918, 
nineteen  in  1917,  twenty-one  in  1916,  and  thirteen  in  1915. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis. 

The  notification  of  this  disease  became  compulsory  from  September  1st, 
1912.  One  case  was  notified  in  1912,  two  in  1913,  one  in  1914,  none  in  1915, 
and  five  in  1916.  There  were  no  cases  notified  during  1917,  although  one 
death  from  the  disease  was  recorded.  In  1918  two  cases  were  notified.  In 
1919  seven  cases  were  notified.  In  1920  one  case  was  notified. 


Infectious  Diseases. 
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Venereal  Diseases. 

Arrangements  made  by  the  Berkshire  County  Council  include  free  treat- 
ment at  centres  established  by  the  Royal  Berkshire  Hospital  and  the  Radcliffe 
Infirmary.  At  each  institution  the  centre  is  open  on  two  afternoons  and  two 
evenings  a week,  the  da}^s  and  hours  having  been  chosen  to  suit  the  convenience 
of  the  majority  of  patients.

Specimens  are  examined  at  the  Pathological  Laboratory  of  the  Royal 
Berkshire  Hospital  and  the  Radcliffe  Infirmary  for  the  purpose  of  diagnosis  and 
of  judging  the  effects  of  treatment.  Salvarsan,  or  its  substitutes,  is  supplied 
from  the  treatment  centres  to  medical  practitioners  under  certain  restrictions. 
The  provision  of  free  treatment  at  the  centres  has  been  advertised  in  the  local 
papers,  circulars  explaining  the  scheme  and  asking  for  co-operation  to  ensure 
full  advantage  being  taken  of  its  diagnostic  and  curative  functions  have  been 
sent  to  medical  practitioners,  certified  midwives,  social  workers,  etc.,  in  the 
County,  and  leaflets,  supplied  by  the  Local  Government  Board  and  drawing 
attention  to  the  dangers  of  venereal  diseases  and  the  imperative  need  for  early 
and  efficient  treatment,  have  been  issued  to  persons  in  a position  to  distribute 
them  with  good  effect.

The  percentage  of  adulterated  samples  to  the  total  number  taken  was  3-48 
for  the  whole  County,  compared  with  5-39  in  1919,  8-67  in  1918,  6'70  in  1917, 
4-34  in  1916,  10  5 in  1915,  4 33  in  1914,  4-77  in  1913,  4 20  in  1912,  5-69  in  1911, 
2-11  in  1910,  4-01  in  1909,  4*40  in  1908,  1*64  in  1907,  and  4-99  in  1906. 

An  extended  table  giving  the  list  of  articles  examined,  is  printed  at  the  end 
of  this  report.  (Table  6). 

Of  the  67  samples  of  milk  examined,  1 was  deficient  in  fat,  and  8 con- 
tained added  water. 

Of  the  11  samples  of  coffee,  1 contained  20%  of  chicory. 


Midwives  Act. 
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THE  MIDWIVES  ACTS,  1902  AND  1918. 

INSPECTION  OF  MIDWIVES. 

During  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1920,  165  women  gave  notice  of 
their  intention  to  practise  as  Mid  wives  in  the  County  ; of  this  number,  1 ceased 
practising  and  23  moved  out  of  the  County,  leaving  141  on  the  register  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 

Of  these,  132  were  working  under  Nursing  Associations  or  for  individual 
estate  owners  and  33  were  working  on  their  own  account.  Of  the  132  associa- 
tion midwives,  all  but  one  had  been  certified  after  examination,  whereas  out  of 
the  remaining  33  midwives,  30  had  been  certified  after  examination,  3 having 
been  placed-  on  the  roll  as  bona-fide  practising  midwives  at  the  time  the 
Midwives  Act  came  into  force. 

The  routine  inspections  numbered  239. 

Midwives  belonging  to  the  County  Nursing  Association  are  inspected  by 
their  own  Superintendent,  Miss  G.  R.  Skinner,  who  has  been  appointed  by  the 
County  Council  as  “ Superintendent  of  Health  Visitors  and  Midwives  through- 
out the  area  of  the  County  covered  by  the  Association.” 

All  other  Midwives  are  inspected  by  Miss  A.  E.  Dutton,  one  of  the  whole- 
time Health  Visitors  on  the  County  staff.
